FRESH PARTICULARS OF HIS MURDER 
. London, August 26_ 

A cropof new accounts of how the Tsar met his death is 
appzaring in prominent papers. These moatly agree in their main 
features, but Captain Francis McCullagh, a British officer who recent- 
ly arrived from Siberia, where he lived in disguise, til} last spring, 
has given Renter's Agency fresh particulars. He states thatin July, 
1918, the Soviet Government approved the Tsar's trial aod sentence. 
In September, 1919, the same Government announced in the oficial 
newspaper Press that the Tsac’s marsderer had been tried at Pers 
and executed for this crime. Captain McCullagh, however. states 
that he talked to the murderer in March last, who was then occupy- 
ing a responsible position under the Soviet at Ekaterinbang. The 
moro’s name was different fro: that published br the Prardu, bat 
Bolsheviks pointed him out as the Tsar's rourderer.

SIGNIFICANT COMMENT ON 
THE RENEWAL OF 
RELATION S. 


Dr. Soli, the new German Am. 
hassador, bas been received in 
Japan with much cordiality—his 
reception being more like that of 


a friond who has returned to thase a 


shores after a long interval than 
the first Minister from a country 


article 
reproduced in a somewhat 
abridged form irom the Diwamotic 
Review for the current month—an 
article written by Mr. Hanazawa,

“The resumption of amicable 
relations betersen-Germany and 
Japan by the arrival of Dr. Solf, 
the new German Ambassator, is 
an event upon which we may ec- 
obange congratulations, nos 
tomely for the sake of the Parti- 
culat countries concerned, but 
also for the peace and welfare of 
the world and the human race in 
general. 


“As for the circumstances 
under which diplomatic relations 
were severed between Germany 
and Japan six rears ago, it is not 
necessary to recapitulate them 
bere in detail; but iris regrettably 
that the diplomacy of both 
Powers at the time should nat 
have been either as happs or as 
thoughtful as it might have been. 
As Germany seemed more than 
fully prepared in respect of 
|Vontinental strategs, while. her 
cmatitime plans were no: well 
‘ arranged, soin herdiplomacs con- 
‘nected with the commencement of 
hostilities, too, her doings were 


‘ {successful enough in Tegatd to 


the Continental Powers, but they 
| were a complete failure so far as 
the Povers separated from herbr 
sea Britain, Japan and America 

were concerned. Her diplo- 
macy with Japan was particalarly 
unbappr. although Japan's diplo- 
macy concerning the participa- 
tion in the war was also far from 
being entirely commendable. 
The attitude of Japan was 
eppareotly regarded as ypim- 
portant, whereas in realty it 
was caleulated to control the 
general situation of the war. Hi 
Germany had been alive zo the 
fact aod takeo certain precau- 
Uonary measures in good tima, 
Britain would bate felt some 
hesitation in Joining the war. Ar 


the same tima,__she —hast 


conclusion arrived at by Baron 
Goto as: a reanit of his tour in 
Europe and America last year the 
great war was nothing ‘but a 
defensive war on the part of 
Britain against tbe growth and 
tise of Germans, mora especially 
the lattar’s wooterful progressive 
Organisation. In other words, it 
was a cantes: for hegamony be 
tween the two great Powers and 
the other balligerenta were merly 
Tagged into the boiling whirl- 
pool. If the championship of 
Democracy, tho war agains, 
Militarism, and the caysa of 
Justice and humanity, on which 
sa much stress was laid by Allied 
Statesmen = were empty pro 
paganda phrases, then there is no 
Teason why we, the Japanese 
People, should feel deep enmity 
against Germany in future. Nay, 
we ought rather to be on.our 
guard, lest we should be poise ied 
by Anglo.Saxon propaganda end 
our power of discarning the real 
state of international politics and 
the actual situations in the world 
paralysed. Some shrewd men io 
Germany once remarked that if 
the Toiyo Government had been 
under the direction of the late 
Prince Katsura at the time of 
the outbreak of the war with 
Germany, Japan would not have 
contented hartself with acting at 
the beck and call of Britain- a 
remark which oor people will do 
Weil to ponder over and be large- 
minded enough to take as « bint 
for tht regulation of their future 
course of action.

POSTAL ‘POINTS. 


Hongkong’s inward mail service is s:ill far fom what it might 
be. I: will be recalled that somé@.weeks ago, after an assurance of 
more or less regular mails from Egrope vis Nezapatam, afresh dis- 
appointment was soaffered by ‘an interruption on the hitherto 
sooth] y-ranning Vancouver-Hongkobg route. Since that time, we 

- bave had news of a new arrangment between the Canadian Gosern- 
ment and the C.P.O.S.. but to date there has been ro resumption of 
this very excellent and expeditious service. There, are, however, sore 
indications of this defect being remedied in the near future. and 
local business men are keenly anticipating that time. For the 
present, though, many irritating annoyances continue, and the 
somewhat erratic methods of Canadian posta! officisls in the hand- 
Hing of Far Eastern mails are rather beyond the average man’s 
comprehension.. For example, it isa common experience for 
bessiness houses here to receive their Canadian letters by the San 
Francisco-Hongkong lines on one date and then, on the next, by the 
N.Y.K. boats that call at Seattle. 

From what we can gather, the postal officials here have been 
left in entire ignorance of the arrangements that sre being made by

In the Summary Court this 
moarnidg, before His Honour Mr. 
Justice J. R. Wood, there came 
up for hearing an’ action for 
wages and. wrongful dismissal, 
instituted by -Mr. H. ©. Best 
against Messrs. W.G. Humphreys 
and Co. Tha suit was for §750, 
being as to $250 arrears of salary 
from May 15, 1919, to Jutie 15, 
1919, and “ to $500 pre month's 
salary as damages for wro 
dismissal on May,15, 1919, 

Mr. Torner, of Messrs. Deacon, 
Looker, Deacon and Harston, was 
for the plaintiff and Mr. Blake 
for defendants. 

‘Mr. Turnar, in opaning the case, 
said the plaintiff in August, 1916, 
agreed to serve the defendants as 
manager of their machinery de- 
partment at a salary of 8500 a 
month. On Febrnary 16, 1919, 
plaintiff tendered his resignation. 
His term had expired in Septem- 
ber. So he wrote to 
tell Mr. Humphreys to engage 
another man. On March 25, 
1919, the Union Engineering 
Company was registered in 
Hongkong, and the plaintiff was 
one of the subscribers of tha 
Company.
